FUNERAL SERVICE

F uneral services were held today

by relatives here. 
Wampler, who had been employed 
by the Pennsylvania railroad as a 
freight brakem an for a number of 
years and was a railroader for 28 
years, had remarked to fellow work­ 
men a m inute before he met death 
th at it was a bad night. 
Testimony at an inquest held In 
Cambria county following his death 
revealed that a heavy snow was fall­ 
ing in the railroad yards on Tues­ 
day night and th at the ground was 
covered with treacherous Ice. 
According to the freight tra in s 
engineer, he saw Wampler throw a 
switch and believed he was running 
to Jump aboard ills train while it was 
in motion. A few m inutes later he 
was found beneath the wheels of 
the train, his body severed in two 
where the wheels of the freight car 
had passed over him.
